As  reported  lost  year  complaints  continue  to  be  made  with  regard 
to  the  shortage  of  rater  at  s- 

(a)  Tylers  Causeway 
(h)  white  Gate  Cottages 
(c)  Cromer  Hyde 

and  a  recent  complaint  has  been  received  from  the  tenants  living  on  the 
Pons  bourne  Ph.rk  Estate  about  the  intermittent  and  unsatisfactory  supply  from 
the  private  water  undertaking. 

An  application  is  to  be  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the 
Hertfordshire  Councy  Council  for  approval  and  assistance  to  schemes  under  the 
Rural  water  Supplies  and  Sewage  Act  1944  for  the  above  areas.  The  Barnet 
Hater  Company  have  been  requested  to  estimate  the  cost  of  extensions  to  their 
water  mains. 

To  afford  an  adequate  supply  of  water,  consent  was  given  to  Helwyn 
Garden  City  tT.D.C.  to  supply  water  to  a  private  water  tower  at  Ludwick  Hall. 
This  tower  serves  several  properties  in  that  locality. 

7.  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  -  Parish  of  Her thaw 

The  Council  has  asked  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  priority  to  be 
given  to  the  Cuff ley  joint  s swage  scheme  in  the  post  war  period  owing  to  the 
unsatisfactory  state  of  main  drainage  in  that  parish.  The  Ministry  state  they 
have  noted  this  for  attention  at  the  appropriate  time  as  one  of  urgency. 

The  Middlesex  County  Council  has  notified  the  Council  that  there  is  unlikely 
to  be  any  opposition  from  them  provided  the  minimum  expenditure  is  incurred 
upon  the  construction  of  the  temporary  sewerage  disposal  works  pending  the 
completion  of  the  Middlesex  main  drainage  scheme. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  has  also  been  asked  to  give  priority  to  the 
laying  of  a  sever  to  serve  the  Dixons  Hill  Road  area  where  conditions  owing 
to  cesspool  drainage  are  unsatisfactory.  A  report  by  the  Council's 
Consulting  Engineers  states  that  it  is  not  possible  to  lay  a  sewer  from  Dixons 
Hill  Road  to  the  existing  system  at  Hater  End  and  suggest  the  construction  of 
a  pumping  station  and  sewer  at  a  cost  of  £4,320  to  connect  to  existing  works 
or  at  a  cost  of  £|}S20  to  join  the  Colne  Valley  Sewage  Board  sewer  when  it 
is  laid.  Consideration  of  the  above  scheme  is  def erred. 

8.  Refuse  Collection 

During  the  year  the  shortage  of  labour  for  refuse  collection  proved 
a  serious  handicap  to  maintaining  a  regular  collection.  Italian  prisoners- 
of-war  were  called  in  to  assist  and  this  improved  matters  considerably, 

9 .  Refuse  during  transit 

Many  complaints  with  regard  to  refuse  from  one  of  the  London 
boroughs  being  left  in  the  sidings  at  Hatfield  Station  were  received,  but 
satisfactory  arrangements  were  eventually  arrived  at  with  the  railway  company 
and  the  cause  of  complaint  was  removed. 

10.  Rural  Housing  Survey 

Arrangements  were  made  during  the  year  for  the  inspection  of  some 
3,600  properties  under  circular  64/44  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  but 
so  far  only  184  houses  have  been  visited  and  inspected.  The  classification 
of  these  houses  is  as  follows  s-
